Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "block 236 in Fig. 2" has been used to designate both 
AGC and amplifier. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application.
